I imagine it's more of a current regulator. If your filaments 
have to be at a certain temperature, your goal is to maintain that 
temperature... You can't just do it with a voltage regulator, because 
the filaments change resistance with temperature, and thus current draw. 
So I guess a ballast tube is more of a current regulator. As the input 
voltage varies, change your current draw to maintain a constant current 
at the filament string. (But I'm not an engineer!) 


The Hollow State Newsletter (and I believe E/R) has had circuits 
using zener diodes to substitute for the ballast. (Such as the 3TF7 of 
the R390A.)

Marc you are quite correct on the radioactive aspect of R390 meters. That was 
common on pre mid 60's military equipment and better quality wrist watches. 
Check your dad's Rolex, it may have a radium dial. 


My 19 set has not only a radium meter but radium paint for all the labelling - 
out in the open to be scraped, rubbed, licked or whatever you favourite 
perversion may be. I scraped off some of the paint in 1969 when I butchered 
(oops thats converted!) my 19 set. Only time will tell if the old 19 set 

gets even for all the injury I did it. 


During WWII the meters were hand painted by mostly young women with artists 
brushes. Many of those women pointed up their brushes with their lips and 
many of those women have died prematurely. Another scandal around the radium 
dial practice in Canada involved a wartime company that was grossly negligant 
in storing and disposing of radium on a farm near Toronto, the scandal came 
out after the contaminated property was subdivided and developed - then the 


farm residents told how the shack used for storage actually glowed in the 
dark. 


As for scrapping the meters as hazardous waste - that is a lot of idiocy. 
Those meters are probably piled in some warehouse becoming a serious hazard! 
In the radios they were quite innocuous. Just like PCB's: take it out of the 
transformers prematurely, stash it in hundreds of barrels in some run down 
warehouse, forget the stuff, and burn down the warehouse - like they did in 
Motreal nearly 10 years ago.

>inside light switch handles, etc? The stuff that needs to be exposed to 
>light to "charge" after which it glows for an hour or so, and gives off 

>a greenish light? If that stuff is a well documented health risk, I have 


>never heard of it. Or are we talking about different stuff here. 


In the old days, the most common way of making a luminous paint was to 

mix 1 part of Radium with 1000 parts of Zinc Sulfide. This pigment, combined 
with varnish would make a paint that would glow dimly all night long. What 
happens is the Radium decomposes slowly to form alpha particles and Radon 

gas. The alpha particles excite the Zinc Sulfide to fluoresce and light is 
emitted. The problem with Radium is it also emits the more dangerous Gamma 
rays. What was done in more modern watches was to mix the Zinc Sulfide with 
substances that emit only alpha particles. One such substance that was used in 
LCD watches was Tritium. Since Tritium is a gas, it was placed in a small 
ampoule that was coated on the insides with Zinc Sulfide. 


(Note, Alpha particles are relatively weak, and as such cannot pass thru 
glass, or even paper!) 


Zinc Sulfide is a rather remarkable material, it makes a great white paint 
pigment. When a large quantity (eg thick) of Zinc Sulfide is exposed to 
bright light, it will glow for several minutes. Zinc Sulfide is one of the 
principal components of old CRT's screens. It and other flourescent materials 
are what generally shows up in cheap glow toys. It is harmless. 


Radium Dials are also generally harmless. There are, however a few things 
that you should never do with them. One is to eat them (that should be 
obvious?), another is to live with them in close proximity to your genitles 
(that means don't wear them as wrist or pocket watches). 


And here is a rule that is very important: Do NOT open their enclosures! 
opening the watch or meter with a Radium dial will first give you a wif of 
Radon gas, which isn't too terrible a problem, but mostly, it will expose you 
to any particles of the Radium that might have broken free from the paint. 
These particles may then get into your lungs, or onto your hands, or may 

live under your fingernails, and may get eaten. Once the Radium has been 
ingested, you will then be exposed to ALL of the particles emitted by the 
Radium for about 1500 years. That is a good way to get cancer. 


One more thing, your exposure to the radioactive particles from a small 

source (such as a watch dial) falls off as the cube of the distance you are 
from the source. (eg. your exposure at 2 feet is 1/8th your exposure at 1 foot) 
The gamma radiation of a radium dial is about 1000 to 2000 counts per minute 
when your geiger tube is right on the dial, but it is virtually unmeasurable 
with a geiger-mueller tube at 2 feet. 


As to the "Well my R390 glows" "Well mine doesn't!" argument, you are both 
right. The R390 came both ways. The older ones don't glow, the newer ones 
do. I suspect, that the substance used in the R390 is NOT Radium. It is 
probably Tritium, (which was used in the Viet Nam era Army Watches). The 
Govt employee's that do the surplus screening are generally $4/hour flunkies 


that couldn't tell a risk from a reward. They remove meter dials, and then 
surplus toxic chemicals in the same day. (someone once told them about the 
radioactive Thorium in vacuum tube cathodes, and they started removing them, 
but that is another story)

None. Don't worry about it. The radium dial is a fixed alpha emitter. What 
that means in laymans terms is that IF you break the glass over the meter 
AND stick you eye right next to the meter you may receive some radiation 
damage to the retina of you eye. (But probably more from the glass 

shards :-)) The real problem with radium dials is the possibility of 
ingesting the stuff. If you scrape the radium paint off the dial and eat 
it you would face a small and perhaps, but perhaps not, statistically 
measurable increase in risk of developing lukemia or bone cancer. If you 
don't ingest the stuff you are in absolutly no danger whatsoever.

RAS-5 is Navy HRO-junior made 1943-5. Earlier RAS-* changes in 6C8 to 6F8 
detector, other minor details. Junior part was lack of S-meter and 

noise limiter. Also HRo jr. has 175kc. I.F v. 456 kc. for regular 

HRO (continuing up through -5 to HRO-7). You can use RAS or HRO-jxr 

coil sets in HROs to -7 if you reset the osc and mixer screws, but of 
course images will be horrific. CKB-50142 noise limiter plugs in in 

place of the detector/ave tube (6F8 in RAS-5) The grid connection is 
placed on a special lug on the module which connects into the Lamb 
circuit. A screw clamp holds it all in place between the I.F.cans. 

It is a very effective pulse noise limiter, like that of the SX-28. 
Nothing great for SSB (they hadn't made it much in '43).

Whenever KVPI in Ville Platte, LA would sign off of its 1050 Kcs at sundown, 
XEG was right behind it, and I presume it is still there in Spanish. 
Ironically, KVPI is mostly French :-)
